The Russian version of the latest move in this greatest of all conflicts 


has it that the retreats across The Tai Tse must not be considered in the 
light of a retreat, but as part of a well-defined plan, the object of which is 
to separate the opposing Japanse forces by the deep river. Field Marshal 
Oj-ama, however, in command of the combined Japanese armies, takes a 
f<\i different view of the matter. His official rerort of -l^he battle of Liao 
Yang states that the Russian withdrawal f'-om the left sirfe of the Tai Tse 
was the result 'of their inability to stand the fierce Japanese fire.- 


As to what followed the ^ retreat of the Russians fiom Liac Yang re- 


ports d'.ffer. One report has it that the city was occupied by the Japanese 
and that great ntores of ammunition and food supplies were captured. 
A 


second report, however, current in Tokio and Rome today asserts that 
Lia6 'Yang is in flames, probably put to the torch by the Russians before 
they left. Neither report is confirmed, but either mirrh'; readily be correct. 


Military men in general belie\e that a battle, even fiercer 'if possible 


than that which has continued for days before Liao Yang will be fought 
on the right bank' of the Tai Tse. The Russian position th^re for the time 
at least, is fully as strong as that which they occupied south of Liao 
Vang and is aided by the fact that the Japanese fofee on the right sides 


>f ths" stream is much, smaller than that of Kuropatkin. Then, too, it will 
prove a far more formidable task to throw the 
Japanese reinforcements 


across the river, in the face of the terrific Russian fire which will meet 
them,' than it was to move them, ebont on the plain south of the city. Should 
Ku'roRi be beaten back, there is a chance that the TUis'ian soldiers may 
ytt grasp victory from the defeat which they encountered yesterday. 


Another matter however, must b<j taken into consideration. ' There is a 


question that the morale of the Russian troops must have been adversely 
affected by the withdrawal from Liao Yang. 
S> ot.ld the Japanse force still 


tc tfie south of the Tai Tse, suer-eed in crossing ihe river, at once, 
the 


opinion in many quarters is thai Kurcpatkin will be driven back, broken 
and defeated. 
The outcome of the light, therefore seems to depend on the 


ability or inability of Oyma to ihrow his force across the river iri time to, 
save the force of Kuioki. 


Kiiropatkin's move is still an enigma to a large degree. If, as the 


Russian officials state, Kuropatkin was not forced by an adverse tide of 
battle to evacuate Liao Yang his act in doing- so seems incomprehensible, 


Liao Yang as it stands is thr result of months of labor by the bent en- 


gineers that Russia could employ and is the place chosen by the Russian 
leaders for a final stand after drawing the Japanese Into a trap. Tho city 
is surrounded by great walls, and these were strengthened 
Great buildings 


for the storing of ammunition :siid stoies were erected and in these were 
placed sufficient material to withstand a siege of months. Had Kuropafkin 
withdrawn his forces within tlte citadel, the place as was pointed out some 
days ago, in these dispatches, -"vould hecop'e a frond Fort Arthur, only 
inore thoroughly fitted to withstand a sie^c or assault

are being used to bombard the Liao Yang railway station. On Setpember 1, 


our right flank attacked the enemy at He! Ying Tai, fiftem miles northeast 


of Liao Yang.
